Cancer 

Measures  which  could  reduce  cancer  deaths  by  as  much  as  20/o  if  put  into 
operation  are  as  follows: 

1 •  Reduction  of  air  pollution  by  petrol,  deysel  fumes,  asphalt  and  asbestos 
dust,  cigarette  smoking,  and  garden  bonfires.  All  these  are  known  to  contain 
cancer  producing  substances. 

2.  Cervical  Cytology..  Clinics  for  this  service  take  place  in  Tiverton  now 
regularaly  and  are  combined  with  an  examination  of  the  breasts.  This  should 
be  a  most  valuable  service  and  go  a  long  way  towards  detecting  early  cases  of 
cancer  in  these  regions . 

3»  Instruction  in  what  I  might  call  marital  cleanliness.  If  systematically  > 
carried  out  would  go  a  long  v/ay  to  eliminating  certain  forms  of  cancel  in  women. 

The  measures  I  have  detailed  above  would  be  most successful  in  preventing  three 
of  the  commonest  forms  of  cancer  which  have-- occurred  in  the- borough. 


CENTRAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

1.  Nursing  in  the  ‘Home  '  No  change. 

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery  We  have  2  district  midwives.  We  are  fortunate  in 
having  a  M.R.C.O.C.  resident  in  the  town  who  can  be  called  upon  in  difficult 
cases . 

3.  Laboratory  facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  situated  in  the  University  premises  at  Exeter, 
and  is  adequate  for  our  needs. 

4 .  Health  Educ a ti on .  Smoking  and  Venereal  Di sease . 

Progress  is  being  made  in  discouraging  smoking  among  the  general  public,  and 
particularly  among  workers  at  the  local  factory. 

No  action  is  taken  on  V.D.  -  incidence  is  very  low,  and  from  outside  sources, 

5 •  Chiropody  Service. 

During  the  year  this  has  been  greatly  extended  and  la  mentioned  in  another 
section.  There  is  a  special  service  for  the  aged  at  Amory  House. 

i  „ 

6.  Hospital  Services. 

These  have  proved  adequate  throughout  the  year,  but  the  District  and  Post 
Hill  hospitals  tend  to  be  cluttered  up  with  aged  patients  who  do  not  really 
require  hospital  treatment  but  are  not  fit  to  live  by  themselves.  The 
result  is  that  they  remain  in  hospital,  having  nowhere  else  to  go.  The  Belmont 
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Hospital  is  chronically  full,  and  vacancies  normally  occur  as  a  result  of  deaths. 
Maternity  accommodation  appears  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory, thanks  to  the  short 
stay  scheme.  Infectious  casks  are  sent  to  the  Whip ton  Isolation  Hospital  ,  where 
accommodation  is  always  adequate. 

A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  twice  monthly 5 

on  alternated  Thursdays,  with  Doctor  G.  E.  Adkins. 

7 •  Liaison  Arrangements 

Our  local  hospitals  are  largely  staffed  by  general  practitioners,  which  constit¬ 
utes  an  advantage  as  regards  liaison

It  is  with  pleasure  I  submit  my  tv/entieth 
annual  report,  dealing  with  the  duties  relating  to  my  department  during  the 
year  1965.  up  art  from  the  usual  routine  work  of  the  department,  interest  centres 
chiefly  on  inspections  of  shops  and  offices,  necessitated  by  th$  Offices  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  ..act;.  inspection  of  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Reg- 
-ulations ;  Slum  Clearance;  and  the  improvement  of  sub-standard  houses* 

In  this  connection  I  would  like  to  mention  Mr. 

Hutt ’ s  services,  without  which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  made  such 
an  impact  en  the  more  important  duties. 

I  now  present  the  detailed  reports  on  particular 
aspects  of  the  Council’s  environmental  hygiene  services. 


Sani tary  Cir cumstanc e s  of  the  Area. 


Water  supply 


The  Town’s  water  supply ;  which  is  controlled  by  the  North  Devon 
Water  Board,  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  except  for  the  small  Warnicombe 
supply,  and  has  been  adequate  in  quantity. 

The  Allers  public  main  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  springs 
rising  at  Norwood  Common  and  supplemented  by  pumping  at  Bolham  from  the  River 
Exe,  and  the  water  is  both  filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  main  part  of  the  town 
is  supplied  from  this  source.  Routine  monthly  check  samples  have  shown  the  water 
at  all  times  to  be  consistently  satisfactory  in  quality. 

In  tho  case  of  the  Warnicombe  supply,  the  water  is  obtained  from 
an  adit  driven  into  the  North  Last  slope  of  Newte’s  Hill.  The  raw  water  varies 
in  quality,  and  chlorination  has  not  been  altogether  successful.  There  is  no 
filtration.  Out  of  the  total  of  eleven  samples  in  the  year,  three  wore  not 
satisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  the  Bampton/Cove  supply,  all  twelve  samples 

taken  during  the  year  proved  satisfactory. 
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The  Butterleigh/Bickleigh  supply  and  the  new  Bickham  Moor  supply  are  Both  chlorin¬ 
ated  ohly,  and  the  examination  of  ten  samples  from  each  supply  showed  the  quality 
to  be  eonsistently  satisfactory. 

Raw  Y/ater  is  sampled  by  the  Hater  Board.,  and  samples  for  chemical  analysis  are  not 
taken  by  the  Council.  Fluoridation  is  not  carried  out. 

The  Council  ovms  and  runs  a  swimming  bath-  The  bath  is  an  open  one,  and  is  in  use 
only  during  the  summer.  The  water  is  obtained  from  the  public  main  supply^  and  a 
filtration  and  chlorination  plant  keeps  the  water  in  a  highly  satisfactory  condit- 
-ion.  Examination  of  5  samples  taken  through  the  summe,.'  months  showed  the  quality 
as  consistently  high.,  all  samples  being  satisfactory. 

The  population  of  Tiverton  Borough  has  risen  to  13? 700,  and  occupies  4?413  dwelling 
houses,  including  agricultural  premises.  Of  these,  4? 138,  housing  approximately 
12,828  persons,  are  supplied  from  public  mains,  direct  to  the  houses.  A  further 
80  houses,  housing  approximately  248  persons,  are  supplied  from  public  mains  by 
means  of  stand  pipes-

It  will  be  seen  .from  Total"A"  below  that  virtually  all  premises  registered 
have  received  a  General  Inspection.  With  few  exceptions  this  has  been  the 
initial  inspection  under  the  Act* 

During  the  year  occupiers,  who  it  was  believed  may  have  failed  to  realise 
the  need  to  register  their  premises,  were  advised  in  writing  of  their  obligation 
to  do  so.  However,  this  did  not  altogether  meet  with  the  success  that  was 
anticipated  and  it  has  become  necessary  to  visit  to  ascertain  whether  premises 
should  be  registered  of  not  .  It  is  known  that  there  are  still  a  few  premises 
in  the  town  yet  to  be  registered. 

In  the  case  of  a  few  recalcitrant  occupiers  there  has  been  delay  in 
submitting  OSR  Is,  and  although  General  Inspections  may  have  been  carried  out 
in  such  cases,  for  the  purpose  of  these  returns  the  premises  have  not  yet  been 
included  as  "registered".  It  would  appear  that  if  a  business  existed  on  the 
date  of  the  commencement  of  the  Act,  submission  of  OSR  Is  cannot  now  be  enforced 
Presumably  this  must  be  a  problem  which  most  local  authorities  have  had  to  face, 
as  there  is  then  no  copy  of  the  registration  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Fire  Author- 
-ity 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  this  Council  to  advise  the  Fire  Authority  from 
time  to  time  of  deletions  from  the  register,  as  it  is  felt  that  this  is  of 
particular  value  when  the  Fire  Authority  may  not  yet  have  inspected  the  premises 
concerned. 

Contraventions  01  the  legislation  have  been  found  in  127  premises  of  the 
158  which  have  received  a  General  Inspection.  The  following  table  shows  the 
type  and  number  of  contraventions  found.  Details  of  items  rectified  are  only 
recorded  in  respect  of  premises  which  as  a  result  of  these  requirements  now 
fully  comply  with  the  legislation.  In  addition  a  large  number  of  premises  in 
v-rhich  contraventions  were  noted  have  yet  to  be  revisited,  to  ascertain  whe ther 
works  have  been  carried  out. 

One  application  for  exemption  was  received  in  respect  of  ofiice  premises 
for  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences,  separate  accommodation  not  being 
available  for  the  sexes.  The  Council  having  considered  that  adequate  facilities 
could  be  made  available  in  the  building  and  that  the  construction  of  an  additional 
closet  was  not  unreasonable,  the  request  for  exemption  was  refused.  There  has 
been  no  appeal  against  this  decision. 

Although  the  numerical  space  standards  do  not  come  into  force  until  1/8/67, 
it  has  been  noted  in  a  few  instances  that  a  room  somewhat  less  than,-' the  required 
4C0  cubic  feet  is  being  used  by  one  office  worker.  In  some  cases  the  available 
space  would  seem  to  be  quite  suitable,  especially  for  example  where  a  room  may 
be  provided  with  windows  and  natural  lighting  on  three  sides. 

Some  butchers  shops  have  been  found  to  have  no  means  of  heating-  a  few  with 
a  complete  absence  of  heating  on  the  premises.  It  seems  to  be  the  custom  to 
keep  tha  door  of  a  butchers  shop  permanently  open,  except  in  the  severest  of 
weather.  Despite  certain  objections  on  the  grounds  of  deterioration  of  meat, 
which  are  quite  nonsensical  when  considering  the  extensive  use  of  refrigerated 
displays  and  the  level  of  room  temperature  which  is  obtained  without  the  use 
of  artificial  heat  sources  for  most  of  the  year,  it  has  been  a  practice  to 
require  that  reasonable  means  of  heating  be  provided,  although  it  is  not  expected 
that  a  temperature  level  of  60.8  deg.  F.  should  necessarily  be  maintained. 

Although  shopkeepers  have  been  warned  about  the  protection  required  to 
food  slicing  machines,-  gravity  feed  machines  in  particular  -  it  has  been  necess¬ 
ary  to  soft  pedal  enforcement  as  guards  have  not  been  generally  available. 

Whilst  not  fully  conforming  with  earlier  recommendations  for  this  type  of 
fencing,  permanent  perspex  guards  have  been  fixed  to  the  feed  carriage  of  a  few 
machines  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  protection  and  make  it  difficult  for  the 
operator  to  hold  the  commodity  whilst  slicing  is  in  progress.  The  guards  are 
of  the  type  now  envisaged  in  L.A.7*  (Supplement  i\o.4.Rev. ) 

The  general  impression  of  the  standard  of  lighting  is  not  good,  and  except 
in  new  or  modernised  premises  falls  far  short  of  recommendations  contained  in 

continued . 
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the  I.E.S.  code.  Although  this  code  may  be  ideal  for  maximum  efficiency,  it 
is  felt  that  the  standard  is  too  high  to  enable  it  to  be  adopted  when  consider¬ 
ing  "suitable  and  sufficient"  lighting.  However  it  is  felt  that  some  minimum 
standard  should  be  prescribed  to  attain  uniformity  with  the  effective  enforce- 
-ment  of  Sec.  8.  and  to  assist  officers  in  readily  assessing  the  efficiency  of 
lighting  in  any  premises  and  to  make  suitable  recommendations  which  they  will 
invariably  be  required  to  do.  In  the  circumstances,  seldom  has  any  specific 
standard  been  recommended  but  an  indication  has  been  made  to  occupiers  upon 
inspection  where  lighting  has  obviously  been  ’inadequate.  It  is  fairly  common 
to  find  a  light  reading  of  only  5  lumens  on  working  surfaces,  especially  whore 
there  is  only  a  single  central  light  source,  consequently  '  with  no  direct 
lighting  on  working  surfaces.  Where  general  room  illumination  is  below  15 
lumens,  there  is  an  impression  of  inadequate  lighting.  Over  20  lumens,  the 
general  impression  is  that  it  is  adequate,  frequently  passages  and  stairways 
are  less  than  5  lumens  and  in  cases  there  has  been  no  measurable  li6ht.  However 
5  lumens,  lighting  would  seem  to  be  passable  for  these  situations. 

Generally,  shop  lighting  is  superior  to  other  premises,  no  doubt  for  the 
reason  that  a  well  lit  shop  promotes  sales.  Many  shops,  howrever,  have  lighting 
between  5  and  15  lumens,  Here  again  20  lumens  gives  an  impression  of  adequacy 
and  25  lumens,  well  lit,  although  in  new  and  modern  shop  premises  lighting  may 
be  between  40  and  60  lumens,  with  30  to  40  in  the  stock  rooms.  A  reading  of  15 
lumens  in  stock  rooms  would  appear  to  be  not  unreasonable. 

The  position  of  lighting  units  and  general  decorative  conditions  contribute 
considerably  to  the  intensity  of 'illumination.  It  is  frequently  found  that 
tubular  fittings  are  positioned  on  relatively  high  ceilings,  or  they  may  have 
grimy  and  stained  reflectors,  or  be  without  reflectors.  Much  of  the  light  may 
be  absorbed  by  dirty  ceilings,  or  by  recessed  panelled  ceilings,  or  ceilings 
having  a  coloured  finish.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

In  the  case  of  Improvement  Grant  applications,  houses  are  inspected  and 
advice  given  on  the  reconstruction,  alterations  or  improvements. 

Luring  the  year  38  applications  were  received  for  private  premises, 
approval  being  given  in  all  cases.  Improvement  work  was  completed  in  the 
case  of  57  premises  during  the  year,  and  Completion  Certificates  were  issued. 
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Applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  approved  in  respect  of  22 
dwellings  in  the  year  and  in  all  cases  the  Council  agreed  to  a  4C$j  grant 
of  the  cost  of  approved  works.  1 8  of  the  dwellings  comprised  almhouse  accomm- 
-odation  owned  by  a  charitable  trust.  Completion  Certificates  wert;  issued  for 
the  improvement  work  at  eight  properties. 

Since  grants  were  first  available  for  the  improvement  of  houses,  this 
Council  has  approved  financial  assistance  for  251  houses  improved  by  way  of 
Standard  Grant  and  1 04  improved  by  means  of  Discretionary  Grant.
